happy aresult. First and foremost was the 
aoticeable improvementin the arrangement 
made for witnessing: the games, an enclosure 
being railed io, with seats provided around it 
for the accommodation of spectators. This, 
with macy otber arrangements superior to 
those,of former and similar events, was very 
highly spypreciated. Nothing was omitted 
which could at all add to the pleasdre of the 
pumbers of children present, and io this res- 
pect the society in catering. for the public 
@musement is decidedly setting good ex- 
ample, The money taken at the eatrance 
gates farexceeds the amount taken at any 
one of the society's celebrations heretofore, 
aod io the lutier of the afternoon e-pe- 
cially, the grounds were thronged with some 
2,000 souls. The games all passed off as 
they should do—without dispute-—and io no 
one instance were the contestants dissatisfied 
with the verdict of the judges, and to these 
geatiemen—Nessrs.

Although the society was one composed of 
Scotchmen and the.r descendants, who were 
proud of the noble deeds of their ancestors, 
they should uot be oblivious of the merits of 
Other nations, for the English, American, and 
he was sure the Irish people had just. cause 
to look back with pride to the glorious pages 
of their history. Clannishness was a thing to 
be avoided, and the hand-in-baod march of 
progress an aim ever to be cultivated, and its 
tesult inevitable success, 

The Hon. Mr. Walkem was loudly called 
for, and in a very eloquent manner remarked 
that he was incapable to do justice to a sub- 
ect replete with historical lore,bat as he was 
ed to believe that the invitation extended to 
bim was meant ss a compliment, be consid- 
ered it his duty as a public man to contribute 
his mite to the success of the day. He f-It, 
owever, compelied to say that the last 
epeaker had placed him ata great disadvan- 
tage, by kindly ,raising him for eloquence 
Which he must say he did nut possess.. He 
then referred to the birth of the Scotch nation 
—the selection. of St. Andrew,—the first of 
the disciples,—us their patron saint; the pe-~ 
culiar sbape of the cross upon which the 
saint had been crucified, and the legends 
connected with its adoption as the national 
embiem, and as the order of the thistle of 
Scotiand, and the highest and most venerat- 
ed of orders in Russia, as the order of St. 
Andrew. He then alluded tothe first con- 

uest by the Scotch on British soil, io the 

h century; their next, 1600 years after- 
wards,—tbhe crowning of their king, James 
VI., as James the first of England,—and their 
last and greatest conquest,—the conquest of 
love,——by the Marquis of Lorne, in 1872. The 
speaker then asked his hearers to leave

and cast their eyes abroad, and they would 
find that ia “torrid, temperate, and frigid 
zone,’’ the race was in the van of civilization 
and progress. A Scotchman was unburying 
amine of silver wealth in the snows of Si- 
beria ; a Livingstone was opeaing up a mine 
of wealth :to science under the burning suo 
of Africa. He spoke of the eminent divines, 
statesmen, historians, poets and lawyers, 
which Scotland had produced. He sketched 
the life of Sir Johan A. Macdonald, who was 
the foremost minister of the Dominion, and 
who had been honored by bis Queen ia hav- 
ing: been selected as one of the commission- 
ers iu the jast Washiogton treaty, and who 
bad nobly regarded his trust ‘by regardiog 
the question before him as one of an Empire, 
aod not ofa Province.. The genius of Sand- 
ford Fleming,—who he was proud to say was 
an old friend,—had placed bim on a pinnacle 
of greatness, and the construction of the 
present greet railway,—which was oncea 
mere dream,—had been confided to him. The 
bead of the survey, Mr. Marcus Smith, was 
also a Scotchman, and the fruits of his labor 
had been already shown in the selection of 
Esquimalt as the terminus of the railway. 
The Attorney General then advised British 
Columbians to stay and seize the prize for 
woich ia adversity they had so long con- 
tended, aud not allow the reward of their 
patieace to pass into strangers’ bands He 
said he should then take the liberty of allud- 
ing to another Scotchman, a gentleman 
whose came bad been a terror to the evil- 
doer, and a watchword of peace and security 
to the Provisee in days past. He referred to 
Ahe present Chief Jusiice, who was honored 
and respected by all. The present leader of 
the Provincial Government, for whom he, the 
Attorney General, had the most kindly feel- 
ings and respect, though not a Scotchman, 
was a Nova Scotian. The noble aim of ‘the 
society whose members bad afforded the pub- 
lie all the pleasures of the present holiday, 
was charity, Societies go founded for the 
relief of distress were the offspring of chris- 
tianity ; no other system,-civil or religious, 
had originated them, and their efforts had 
their reward in the gratitude of many an 
aching-bheart made happy. He then thanked 
the assemblage for ‘its forbearance in listeo- 
ing to him, and asked them to join him in 
wishing the Caledonian Society success and 
prosperity. 

The speaker was frequently interrupted 
with rounds of applause, bis remuarke being 
well timed and acceptaole to his’ attentive 
listeners.

BASTERN STATBS. 


Mitwackis, June 5.—A special from Fond 
du Lag, reports that the tornado damaged the 
graia throughout Green Lake, Fond du Lac, 
and Sbeboyagaa counties, to a grat extent 
in its course from north to south-east, about 
five miles wide. Timber, barns and fences 
were hurled to the ground, and many build- 
ings were unroofed. The railroad trains 
were delayed by fallen trees. Hundreds of 
acres of grain were prostrated along the line 
of the tornado. It.is remarkable that no 
lives bave been lost, so far as known.

Colonial Defence. 


[From the Broad Arrew.] 

All colonial questions involve existing and 
delicate relatious, and we cannot stir them 
without some degree of danger. But heyer- 
theless there are spirits rasb enough to-t, 
into the fray, to reel out their pretty theor 
and to propose measures that would inevi+ 
tably bring disturbance and disaster in their 
train. We are all-agreed as tothe ailvisa- 
bility of retaining our colonies, encoutaging 
them to develop their resources, and defend- 
ing them when in peril ; but we cannot be 
siways discussing our position, and culling 
attention to possibilities, financial, political 
aod military, without creating uncertainty 
and possibly irritation, Some recent debates, 
in and out of Parliament, have done service 
in recording and clarifying conviction, and 
this baviny been done, the less we say about 
the matter the better. In all rhythmic rela- 
tions, national, domestic, or individual, there 
is a certain bapp7 unconsciousness, and when 
we begin to examnie, to feel the pulsé, as it 
were, and to scrotinise the tongue, we are 
apt to bave to pay for our curiosity in many 
ways. 

The motion of Lord Eustace Cecil is to be 
regarded from bis poist of view, His object 
was io obtain from Colonial Governments an 
annual contingent of meo and acertain sum 
of money towards ‘‘the defence of the Em- 
pire.’’ Inthe event of a war with us, we 
might rely upon the loyalty of the colonists, 
but it seems rather premature to ask for help 
ia maintaining our peace establishment, or 
in defraying expenses which are mainly of an 
imperial ebaracter, and should be borne 
the Imperial Legislature. His Lordship al- 
luded to fortresses, to money spent in periods 
of native wars and to our present contribu- 
tions. Wedo not see tbat fortresses ought 
to be built, except at the expense of the 
mother country, where they really concern 
ber interests. Bermoda, Malta and Gioral- 
tar would probably have te be kept up if our 
Australian and Canadian possessions or de- 
pendenc es wereto separate from us. Cana- 
da required money in 1805 to build fortifica- 
tions, and we guaranteed « loan of £19400,- 
000. But the money is part of the obiigation 
to Canada, and as the adequate defence of the 
Dominion is an Imperial question, we aught, 
according to Lord E. Cecil's notion, though 
not according to his argument, to have con- 
tributed s part as well as guaranteed the 
whole. Butin precisely the same sense as 
the new Cunadian forts are local, all older 
ones are Imperial. The money spent ,in re- 
sisting native rebellions forms no part of the 
question, except bistorizally. We are bound 
to assist ourcolonists in maintaining their 
po-iten and haveing’done that, we arejeaving 
them to their own resources now that they are 
better able to take care of themselves. Since 
1858, wheo Lord Dalbousie wrote his famous 
despatch the colonies have equipped local 
forces, and, leaving out Canada, they show a 
total of 25,109 men, Under the provisions of 
the Act of 1868, Canada masters 656,066 
men, reckoning Volunteers acd Militia, and 
overy Militigman takes the oath of allegiance 
‘*to the Sovtreign of Great Britain and Jre- 
land.” Farther, the annual coxt of our colo- 
cies ia decreasing. Five years ago it was 
more than three millions and a quarcer, now 
it is about one million and three quarters, of 
which over s million is spent for Imperial 
purposes, the remainder, £475,000, being for 
local interests, of which the colonists psy 
faily ene-balf. Consequently, the financial 
argument thins away to a weak and almost 
invisible point. 

The idea behind the notion of direct contri- 
butions from the colonies is unquestionably 
sound, but it is premature, and it must be al- 
lowed to spontaneosly assume its own form. 
Recent events are preparing the way tor it, 
and they must be left to work it ont, silently 
and gradually As Mr. Gladstone said we must 
not force the pace or we shall produce reac- 
tion. As time passes the colonies will more 
and more ‘‘desire to claim the privilege as 
well as to submit to the burdens, to share in 
the great inheritance of the British Empire, 
and iv the custody of that empire at iarge.” 
We find some valuable evidence of thie in the 
noble attitude assumed by Canada during the 
operations of the Wasbington Treaty, Sir 
Joho Macdon»la, the Premier, alluding to the 
supposed sacrifice of Canadian intcrests by 
Great Britain, made this manly and generous 
declaration, ‘Let Canada be served from 
England—let England not be responsible to 
nsand forus, and what could the United 
States doto England? Let Eogland witb- 
draw berself into ber spell, and what could 
the United States do? England has the sup- 
remacy of the sea. She is impregnable on 
every poiat but one, and that point is Cannda, 
and if England cails upon us to make a finan- 
cial sacrifice, and finds it for tbe good of the 
Empire that we Engiand’s first colony, should 
sacrifice something, I say that we should be, 
unwortby of our proud position it we.were 
not prepared to do so. I hope to live to ree 
the day, and it I do not, that my sons may be 
spated to see Canada the right arm of Eng- 
land—a powerful auxiliary to the Empire— 
not 88 Pow, a cause of anxiety aad a source 
of danger.’ This is right noble language, 
and we much prefer it to anything we find in 
tbe speech of Lord Eustace Cecil, and to any 
pretty scheme of a federal fleet and army 
designed by us and advocated upon ecnony-’ 
mical aod narrow grounds. Time was «hen 
the Canadians held different language. They 
were timid and juvenile, loyal enough to us, 
bu’ expecting usto do everything for them. 
To share in Imperial responsibilities is, now 
regarded as a very bigh privilege If we de- 
sire to see the game ‘ecling in-an earlier stage 
of growth, we may find it expressed in Mr. 


Anthony Troilope’s last beok, The Austra- 
lians he says, are ‘English mad.’ They 
worebip everythiag,that reminds them of the 
old coustry, and beace they feel the least bit 
burt at the removal of Imperial troops. As 
he pithily condenses the opinion be met with 
in Tasmania, ‘We do not want to be divid- 
ed from you. ‘Though we did in sort set up. 
| ‘or ourselves, we still wish to be thought of 
by Great Britain as a child that.is loved. We 
tke to have amongst us some signs of your 
power, some emblem of your gfentsess, A 
red coat or two in our stree's would remind 
us that we were Englist io « way that would 
please us well.” This is not #0 souod and 
fall as Canadian loyalty, tnt it 14 the same 
feeling in the mukioy, and we may trust it. 
It will presently tiossom in eagerness to 
share in Imperial responsibilities. And here 
we may leave it, fostering it by kindly. ap- 
Preciation, not toreing it by pretty economic 
schemes. Oar own duty is two-fold—we 
must pot grudge the money spent in colo- 
nial deience, whilst we must quietiy watch 
over the fruition of colonial aspiration. The 
result will be unity, for all purposes and unity 
all the closer because it is spontaneaus and 
natural,

Royal Coronation Ceremony 


The Stockholm correspondent of the Liver- 
pool Weekly Mail furnished the following, 
May 16th: . 


Financial objections having been witb- 
drawn, the King and Queen were crowned on 
May 12th in the Storkyrka at Stockbolm. 
The King went on foot from the castle to the 
church, aotwithstandings heavy and cootiou- 
ous rain, the Queen proceeded thither ins 
carriage. Ano enormus crowd assembled, 
cheering unceasiogiy. A special dispatch 
says: ‘The rites observed in the cerimonial 
were of a bighly religious character, and the 
chief part in them was performed by the Arch- 
bishop of the Lutheran Church, who was as- 
sisted by a number of other bishops. A ser- 
moo was preached by the Bishop of Westera- 
as, the text—which had been selected by the 
King himself—being' the words of the 4th 
verse of 25th Psalm—‘Show me Thy way, VU 
Lord.’”’ The Archbishop now proceeded to 
sooint the King on the fore-head, the temple, 
the breast and the wrists, and, this over, he 
placed the crown on his bead, assisted bere 
by the Prime Minister. The other emblems 
of authority were severally takeu from the 
altar and delivered by the Archbishop nad 
several members of the Vabinet to His Majesty 
who was at this time seated on the throne. 
At the different stages of the ceremony pray- 
ers were offered, psalms song by the assembly 
and sacred aod instrumental music performed. 
The coronation oath wae administered to the 
King by the Minister of Justice. His Majesty, 
as be took it, Placing ‘tbreé of the fingers of 
his right hand upon the Bible. Afterwards 
came & proclamation of the corofiation. which 
was bailed with loud reverberating shouts of 
‘Long live Oscarthe Second !’ and immediate 
ly followed by a salute of forty-two guns in 
the harbor. An interesting ceremonial still 
remained. Although, like the Queens that 
bad gone before her, invested with no politi- 
cal power or authority, Queen Sodpbie bad 
now to becrowned, and the forms observed 
in her case very much resembled those which 
had been foliowed with regard to His Majesty. 
She was, however, anointed only ou-the fure- 
bead and wrists. King Oscar II, is forty- 
four years of age, somewhat grey, and in fair 
healib. The Crown Prince, his son, is fifteen 
years of age. The coronation of the King as 
King of Norway is appointed to take place at 
Droutheim on Jaly 18th.”
